Pakhui, 20th June, 1888, 
Sm,—The Daily Press of the Oth instant 
eriticiaes the epott of My Acting Consul 
Hlupkins onthe trade of Pakhui for 1887, 
and strongly objects to hia: remark that in 
his ‘owt opinion uftor a yeur’a residence 
there is litle reasuu to snppose that the 
Foreign trade of the West Coast is ina 
mare prosperous condition today than it 
would have held bad Pakhoi never heen

The Daily: Press quotes stutistics of the 
Foreign Custome, which, so it says, ‘show 
an alvance which it is impossible to belicva 
ig caused solely by as tranafer of the trade 
frotir junks to steamers,’ Vidue of foreign 
importa coming under the cognizance of the 
Imperial Maritime Customa: 1880, 1,213,504 
taels ; 1685, 1,536,110 taels; 1886, 1,714,254 
tacls ; 1887, 3,065,407 taels. : 

As to shipping the Editor says-' Tha 
linc of junks by which. the carrying wade 
to. Pakhoi was formerly monaslized num- 
bered “forty, The number of steamers 
which entered the port in 1886 was 157 
of a tonnage of 59,867, and last year it was 
‘probably more but wa hava not the figures. 
‘The atatisties given huwever. are auflicicut 
to dispose of Mr Hopkine’ opinion: 

Having thus annihilated Mc Hopkins, thé 
Editor of tho Daily Press next besota for- 
eign firms who. have. not fmind better 
opportunities of establishing themeelves in
